TRAIN WRECK 
VICTIM WINS 
DAMAGE SUIT 


Damages amounting to $1,080 were 
awarded Hilda Starling, New Dray- 
ton, against the Canadian Pacific 
| Railway for injuries received In the 
train wreck on the Breton-Hoadley 
line in January, 1937. The award 
was made by Mr. Justice W. R. How. 
son in a judgment handed down on 
Thursday morning. 

Representing Miss Starling, who 
sued through her father, A. W. Star- 
ling, Neil D. Maclean, K.C., present- 
ed evidence and argument which 
showed that Miss Starling has suf- 
fered considerably from nervous- 
ness since the accident, and has not 
been able to follow her usual occu- 
pation since. 

The action arose out of an acci- 
dent on the Breton-Hoadley line in 
which the day coach left the rails 
and fell from a trestle bridge into a 
ravine. Two people were killed in 
the accident, and several others 
seriously injured.

THE PACT LIVES ON 


Mr. Frank B. Kellogg, former secretary of | 


state for the United States, former ambassador 
to the court of St. James, former judge of the 
world court, was best known to the World, and 
was known everywhere, as the joint-author of 
the Briand-Kellogg pact, by which the great 
powers bound themselves to not make war “an 
instrument of national policy.” Both men lived 
to see their hopes disappointed, the pact dis- 
honored, countries whose names had been 
pledged to the cause of peace launch destruction 
upon weaker neighbors, and the world forging 
weapons for a fiercer struggle than that which 
inspired their efforts. 

But, being dead, they yet speak. With two 
exceptions, the powers which signed the pact 
have kept faith. Even those which spurned its 
spirit have respected the letter. Italy did not 
declare war upon Abyssinia, nor Japan upon 
China. Both at least paid tribute to integrity or 
to prudence by disguising their conquests under 
some other name. This is high testimony to the 
service Briand and Kellogg rendered to mankind. 
They put the nations on honor to abstain from 
aggression, in terms which most nations are 
proud to keep and which the recreants are 
ashamed to openly violate. 


TERUEL 
The capture of Teruel gives a jolt to the 
assumption, quite commonly held, that the Span- 
ish Government was down and all but out. The 
place may be of no great military importance, 
but the moral effect of the victory cannot be 
doubted. It was not taken by men who were 
dispirited and ready to give up the fight. If the 
Government forces are as ready to do and die, 
the wgr may be a long way from its end, and 
Franco still farther from victory. That the blow 
will further his already long delayed gen- 
eral offensive may be supposed.

BANKING ON THE FUTURE 

Further evidence that, the country over, 
Canadians are finding conditions substantially 
improved is to be found in the fact that in Nov- 
ember the manufacturers of automobiles set a 
new record of production. They turned out cars 
and trucks to the number of 16,574, against 10,182 
in November of 1936. More cars in demand 
means that more people have money to spare in 
buying what are mainly luxuries. More trucks 
in demand means there is more freight to be 
handled, therefore more goods being produced 
and sold. An increase of more than fifty per 
cent over the figures for the corresponding 
month in the previous year suggests an improve- 
ment in the times that is marked, if not remark- 
able. 

Automobile manufacturers are bound to study, 
the future, as well as the present. They produce 
with an eye on the prospective market months in 
advance as well as the present demand. Their 
experience in the depression years taught them 
the necessity of looking ahead, in a way they are 
not likely to forget. That they are turning out 
cars and trucks in such greatly increased num- 
bers can only mean they expect heavy sales in 
the months to come. They are staking money in 
huge amounts on the prospect that conditions will 
go on getting better, that people will have more 
money to spend, and that there will be more 
highway traffic for trucks to haul. This signal 
demonstration of confidence in the future should 
help to inspire confidence in others 


$4,000,000 TO SPEND 

Four buying agents for a Japanese industrial 
concern may or may not have stirred anticipatory 
enthusiasm in certain circles in Montreal by ane 
nouncing there that they have $4,000,000 to spend 
in nickel, cromium and aluminum and will spend 
it in Canada if the goods are available and the 
prices right. Among Canadians generally there 
will be rather a wish the gentlemen would take 
themselves and their orders somewhere else 
Selling Japan materials which can be worked up 
into bombs and machine guns is a branch of 
commercial] enterprise that is not at a!) popular 
just now in this country. Canadians want to do 
more business abroad, and would be delighted 
to expand their trade interchange with Japon— 
but they have no yearning for blood money 

Of course, if they do not get these supplics 
in Canada, the buyers may get them somewhere 
else. Canada produces the bulk of the world’s 
nickel, but it has no monopoly on supplies now 
on hand. No doubt these can be secured in the 
United States or elsewhere, to any amount Japan

forbid the proposed sales would only send the 
buyers elsewhere, and might leave Canadian 
miners idle. Since the demand for these metals 
is good at present, the latter might not result. 
In any case refusal to sell would not stop the 
killing of Chinese. The Abyssinia affair showed 
that “economic sanctions” are useless unless ‘they 
are applied by all countries uniformly. There 
is no prospect that the nations will boycott 
Japanese purchases of war materials. That being 
80, it is merely a question whether this $4,000,000 
will go into Canadian pockets or the pockets of 
people in some other country or countries, 


IN A JAM 

From the triangular interchange between 
Premier Hepburn of Ontario, Premier Duplessis 
of Quebec, and Prime Minister King, which has 
disturbed the serenity of the Christmas season, 
the essential facts of the supposed issue emerge 
—between the lines of the published statements 
rather than in them. The root of the trouble—if 
the trouble is really rooted in the power question 
—seems to be that Mr. Hepburn has made con- 
tracts with Quebec power producing concerns. 
Incidentally, he is reported to have stated during 
the election campaign that he would do nothing 
of the kind. Because of these contracts his Hydro 
Commission finds itself with more power than 
it knows what to do with. Wherefore Mr. Hep- 
burn wants to export some of the surplus to the 
United States—on the face of it a quite sensible 
proposition. 

But the Dominion parliament has always 
been opposed to the export of power, on the 
ground that this would give New England manu- 
facturers an advantage in competing with Can- 
adian manufacturers in the Canadian market. 
The logic of this is arguable; but parliament 
set limits to export ten years ago, and all par- 
liaments since have steadily refused to go be- 
yond the limits thus defined. There is no 
reason to suppose the present parliament is con- 
trary-minded. What Mr. Hepburn asked there- 
fore was that Mr. King should flout the long- 
established and supposedly still existing view 
of parliament and grant him a license to export 
power—and thus pull him out of a jam. This Mr. 
King refused to do, unless and until parliament 
shall sanction such a change of policy; as he like- 
wise refused to grant a license to the Montreal 
Heat, Light and Power Company on the same 
grounds. Wherefore Mr. Hepburn is “sore,” and 
being in his usual frame of mind, said so; with 
the approval of Mr. Duplessis,

REASONS FOR CONFIDENCE 

The situation both here and in the United 
States certainly does not contain the factors 
which precipitated and intensified the depres- 
sion of 1929-32. There are no such pyramids of 
speculative credit, no such mortgaging of in- 
comes, no such inflated security values, no such 
weak Government in office in this country, no 
such absence of machinery for correcting un- 
justifiable fluctuations whether in currency or 
in commodity values. There is also, as the Prime 


Minister pointed out last wek, at least one piece . 


of “definitely positive action” already under 
way in the shape of the negotiations for a new 
Anglo-American Trade Treaty, and in this coun- 
try there is the steadying factor of the Govern- 
ment’s rearmament programme, There is there- 
fore no fundamental reason for any loss of ec- 
onomic confidence, for the steadying of econ- 
omic conditions is still well within the control of 
countries which have announced their devotion 
to real economic co-operation. Finally the pol- 
itical basis of confidence is certainly firmer than 
it has been for some time past. Though specula- 
tions on the results of Lord Halifax's visit to 
Germany have been rightly discouraged, it is 
clear that the Prime Minister would not have 
made his carefully hopeful reference to it if any 
alarmist speculations had been well founded. 
On the whole, therefore, the present uneasiness 
must be called psychological rather than prac- 
tical, and will be corrected with every sign of a 
real determination to restart recovery in the Un- 
ited States and of progress towards appeasement 
in Europe.—London Times. 


“FREEDOM OF THE PRESS” 


In cold constitutional law, this means nothing 
more or less than the freedom of speech and 
liberty of discussion that is enjoyed by the or- 
dinary citizen. All expressed opinion whether 
private, public or through the medium of the 
press is subject to the law of libel. It is true 
that the press enjoys a kind of leniency in this 
regard providing that it can be proven that any- 
thing published was without spite and in good 
faith. The writer once listened to a very clever 
and exceedingly interesting address on libel and 
slander laws, given by the late Mr. Van Allen of 
Edmonton. The impression we gathered was that 
there were so many different angles to a libel or 
slander action that it resolved itself into the per- 
sonal opinion of the presiding judge, he in turn, 
having ample scope, in law, to make what de- 
cision he wished. The leniency, if any, that the 
press enjoys came about as a complete reversal 
of the Star Chamber methods when public opin- 
ion was incapable of expressing itself. Actual 
freedom of the press came about through the 
refusal of the English House of Commons in 
1695 to re-enact the Licensing Act of 1662. 

In conclusion, let it be said that the public 
and the press are partners in one department of 
nation building. If there is any doubt or fear in 
the public mind as regards the press most of it 
will be wiped away by better understanding. 
The public must learn to evaluate the press and 
the press must learn to judge its public correct- 
ly. With better understanding the going should 
be easy.—Tofield Mercury. 


IN DEFENCE OF ADVERTISING 
(From Marketing, Toronto) 

When I hear people criticizing the amount of 
advertising in their newspapers and magazines 
—or over their radio—it always strikes me as a 
completely selfish attitude. What manufacturer 
is obliged to furnish us with free radio pro- 
grams—or to make available to us the wonderful 
service given by our newspapers? What would 
it be like if we lived in a world without adver- 
tising? How would we learn of new products— 
new services available to us—new discoveries? 
Our whole interest im life would quickly shrink, 
until we were, in effect, living in a small, re- 
stricted community without those essential con- 
tacts with the outside world. If the money spent 
in advertising were refunded to the purchaser 
with each package, there is no coin smal] enough 
to take care of the transaction, 

Surely the least we can do, as buyers, is to 
give a courteous hearing to those manufacturers 
who, through their advertising, give us a reliable 
guide to safer buying—and at the same time 
furnish the money which brings us our news- 
papers, magazines, radio programs. 

The livelihood of every one of us depends on 
the movement of goods—the circulation of 
money—the exchange of products and services 
each with the other. 

Advertising has done more to stimulate buy- 
ing than any other factor. When we buy advere- 
tised products, we know that we are doing busi- 
ness with manufacturers who are willing to stand 
back of what they sell. By making statements 
in writing, and signing his name to those state- 
ments, a manufacturer gives a written guarantee 
of his honesty, and the reliability of his goods. 
Mis-statements in advertising are a legal offense 
and open to prosecution. 

In those countries where advertising flour- 
ishes (Canada and the United States principally) 
we find people with higher standards of living. 
We find more intellectual people—people with 
more time to do things, largely as a result of ime 
proved products given to us through advertising. 

Advertising has done a great deal (more than 
any other force) to increase production, and has 
brought about a consequent reduction in prices. 
Automobiles are a case in point. Fifteen years 
ago they cost twice as much—and yet today they 
are infinitely better and more reliable. Cameras 
when they first came on the market sold for $40 
and the plates $2, Now we buy very good ones 


Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

With the coming of colder weather there is 
usually an increase in the number of cases of 
earache, a trouble which may cause considerable 
distress in both children and adults. 

My message to you on this subject is: At the 
first of earache, start proper treatment at 
once. ‘The discomfort which begins as simple 
earache may develop into a discharging ear, or 
may bring about mastoiditis, or may lead to deaf- 
ness, Any earache, no matter how trifling it 
may seem, needs attention. 

Most earaches come from the middle ear, 
which is @ cavity located between the outer and 
inner ear. The middle ear is connected with the 
back of the nose by a narrow tube called the 
Eustachian tube. An infection of the nose and 
throat, such as that seen in the acute cold, may 
easily extend into the ear by way of this tube. 

Trouble in the middle ear is accompanied by 
swelling of the m membrane which lines 
the cavity and by on Wiereennd secretion of mus- 
cus. The swelling may block the tube, prevent- 
ing proper drainage and having the result of 
causing muscus to accumulate within the cavity. 
In some cases, the mucus is mixed with pus. 

The patient usually complains of a sense of 
fullness within the affected ear; and in addition 
may complain of either a dull, nagging ache, or a 
sharp, severe pain. 

On attempting to swallow, a swift stab of pain 
may result. If the patient is a child, he becomes 
restless and irritable. In the case of the very 
young child, the patient may be unable to tell the 
mother what is wrong, but if she will observe 
closely she will find a clue to the trouble by 
watching to see if the child objects to resting the 
face on the affected side on the pillow while ly- 
ing down. Or, the toddler may show the mother 
that the ear hurts by repeatedly putting one hand 
to the ear. 

The inflammatory process may work back- 
ward until it reaches the mastoid process, behind 
the ear, causing mastoiditis, which is a serious 
disorder requiring professional attention. Or, the 
eardrum may rupture, producing a discharging 
ear. Usually the discharge is thick and purulent 
and has an unpleasant odor. If neglected, even- 
tual deafness may result. 

When an earache develops, the safest plan is 
to stop all food for a day or two as this will assist 
the ear in emptying itself of catarrhal: mucus 
which has collected. If everyone would do this 
at the start of an earache there would be fewer 
cases of mastoiditis. The fast from food will tend 
to bring relief as the catarrhal inflammation is 
reduced under the fasting treatment. Afterward, 
the patient should stay on a non-starchy diet for 
a short time, using plenty of cooked and raw 
vegetables with an egg a day and a moderate 
amount of meat. Recovery is usually more rapid 
if starches, sugars and milk are omitted. 

Temporary relief from the ache itself is gen- 
erally best secured through the application of 
heat. 

It is always a question whether an earache 
should be treated at home, or whether a doctor 
should be called. I believe that the safest plan 
is to seek professional aid, regardless of whether 
the earache is slight or severe. However, I realize 
that some of my readers live a great distance 
from a doctor and it might not be possible to 
get a doctor in a hurry. In such cases, the best 
plan is to go ahead and try using heat and the 
fast, together with daily enemas until the doctor 
can get there. 

Remember, the neglected earaches of yester- 
day provide many of the cases of deafness of to- 
day. Take care of an earache and do not neglect 
it. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mr. L. F. writes: “Would special 
exercises straighten my legs? My age is 35.” 

ANSWER: It is difficult for adults to attempt 
to straighten the bones of the legs if they have 
become noticeably bowed. However, by taking 
certain exercises such as the deep knee bend and 
alternately rising on the toes and heels, the 
muscles of the calf may be so developed as to 
give the legs a better appearance even though 
the underlying change in shape is not corrected. 

QUESTION—Mrs. Elva B. writes: “Do you 
think I need special exercises to overcome round 
shoulders? I hesitate to take strenuous exercises 
because of a severe pain in the left side?” 

ANSWER: I suggest that the best plan is to 
secure a thorough examination which will de- 
termine the cause of the severe pain. Once the 
cause is located, a satisfactory treatment for re- 
moving the pain may then be prescribed, As 
long as the pain is present you are doing the right 
thing in avoiding exercise as exercise would only 
increase the soreness and distress. When the 
pain is gone you may then start in exercising to 
correct the round shoulders. 

QUESTION—MTr. Fred V. asks: “Is there any 
way of removing painful knots on the joint of 
my fingers? They have formed within the last 
six months.” 

ANSWER: Since the enlargement has occurr- 
ed within the last six months, it is likely that the 
underlying cause is an inflammation. Your 
trouble might be due to arthritis. The best advice 
I can give you is to consult your doctor and have 
him tell you what is wrong. If the enlargement 
is due to a growth of bone, complete reduction 
is difficult.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

On this date in 1840, Mr. W. L. 
Mackenzie published the last num- 
ber of Mackenzie's Mess¢ge which 

he had been conducting from his 
release from prison at Rochester, 
N.Y., on May 10. His farewell edi- 
torial was a remarkable confession 
of @ change of heurt: 

“Over three years’ residence in 
the United States and a closer Ob- 
servation of the conditions of s0- 
ciety here have lessened my regrets 
of the results of the opposition rais- 
ed to England in Canada in 1837-38. 

| I have beheld the American people 
| give their dearest and most valued 
| rights into the keeping of the 
| worst enemies of free institutions, I 
have seen monopoly and slavery 
triumph at their popular elections, 
and witnessed with pain the bitter 
fruits of that speculative spirit of 
enterprise to which the people are 
so liable and upon whom the les- 
sons of experience are so unavcil- 
ing, and the conviction grows daily 
stronger in my mind that the 
people of this Union are rapidly 
hastening towards a state of society 
in which President, Senate and 
House of Representatives will ful- 
fil the duties of King, Lords and 
Commons and the power of the 
community pass from the de- 
mocracy of numbers into the hands 
of an aristocracy, not of noble 
ancestry and ancient lineage, but of 
monied monopolists, land jobbers 
and heartless politicians.” Pretty 
prophetic, eh? 

Soon after this confession the 
press and types were sold, and Mac- 
kenzie and family literally starved 
| upon the proceeds as long as they 
| lasted. The paper which had been 
| started July, 1838, as Mackenzic’s 
Gezette, propaganda for the “Can- 
adian Patriots,” lost its influence 
after Mr. Mackenzie's pen was idle 
while he was in the Rochester 
prison.

The truth is that the part 
of the wheel which touches the 
ground does not move at all for a 
brief instant, otherwise it would 
slip and skid. The top of the wheel 
moves that much faster to compen- 
sate. If you watch the wheels of 
a cog train climbing a cog track 
on a mountainside you will see all 
this even more clearly, for the bot- 
tom cogs cannot move while locked 
in the notches of the rail.

her husband than it is for him to be unfaithful to her. Also, the question 
is under debate as to whether a woman who has a philandering husband 
should fight to keep him and win him back. I, personally, feel that a wife) 
should never degrade herself by continuing to live with a husband who 
is such a contemptible cad as to have affairs with other women, and I} 
don’t see how any decent woman can do so. Will you please give us your 
honest personal views on these questions. MRS. X. 


Answer: } 

From a strictly ethical standpoint a man is just as much bound! 
to keep his marriage vows and is as blamable when he breaks them 
as is a woman, but it is foolish to contend that men and women stand 
on the same plane in matters of sex. God did not create them that 
way. He ordained that women should bear the heaviest responsibili- | 
ties and pay the hiqhest price in all matters pertaining to it. 


It is a criminal thing for éither a husband or wife to betray the other, | 
but I think it is worse for the woman to do so than the man, for these 
reasons: (1) Because custom and tradition have made woman the cus-_ 
todian of the morals and ideals of the race. We expect more of her than 
we do of man, and when she lowers her standards she lets us al) down. | 


No,one will deny that when a woman sinks into the pit she goes deeper, 


than a man does 


(2) A man's affairs with women are often just casual gallantries, 
with no feeling in them besides a desite for excitement and amusement. 
Many a man is unfaithful to his wife he still loves; but a woman rarely, 
if ever, has affairs with men until she has ceased to love her husband and 
let go all hold on her principles. 


(3) An immoral mother's influence on her children is far worse than | 
that of an immoral father. Social workers tell us that when children find 
out that their mother is not a virtuous woman they go all to pieces and 
lose their belief in everything that is good. On the other hand, a good 
mother can generally keep her children from even being smirched by | 
their father's conduct, even if it is reprehensible. 


Whether a man should forgive an erring wife and take her back 
depends altogether on whether he loves her enough to forgive her 
and forget, believes that she has repented of her sin and is going to 
run straight in the future. Many men do this, and the reunited couple 
lives happily ever after. We have gotten broad enough and tolerant 
enough in these days to realize that women are human, even as men 
are, with the same passions that they are not always strong enough to 
control, and so we do not stone the Magdalene, but give her another 


chance. | 


As to the contention that every woman who has grounds for divorce | 
should get one, I take the purely practical position that when she does 
so, in nine times out of 10 she merely jumps from the frying pan into the 
fire and makes a bad matter worse. Of course, when the husband is des- 
perately in love with some other woman, the wife has little choice in the 
matter except to give him up. 


She cannot hope for happiness with a man who hates her because 
she is standing between him and the woman he loves. Neither can she 
expect to win him back, because his heart is with another. And so her 
dignity and self-respect demand that she not hold on to one who is trying 
to rid himself of her. 


But the great majority of philanderers are just women-chasers. They 
are incapable of any deep feeling and probably love their wives as well 
as they could any one else. All they want to do is to amuse themselves | 


j;and show that they are devils among the ladies. In such a case the wife 


is foolish to break up her home and half-orphan her children just be- 
cause her husband is flirting with some platinum blonde. She gives up 
all the perquisites of marriage that even an indifferent husband provides, 
and often luxurious living is a consolation prize worth having in a case 
where the marriage is a failure. And in the end, the poor wandering 
prodigal nearly always comes back to home and mother. |
